Lacking the 
ability to maintain his feelings within the 
bounds of expression of filial love and devo- 
tion, it became necessary for the daughter to 
repulse her father. 


Probably becoming deranged mentally, 


as a result of his unnatural infatuation, Dip- 
polito decided upon taking his.own life and 
that of his daughter. He realized that he had 
lost the love and respect of his wife and 
daughter by his strange and unusual affec- 
tion. Death appeared to him to be the only 
avenue of escape from, it all. 


This case presents a new avenue for pen- 


etration by scientists and psychologists. The 
Dippolito incident is probably not the onlj 
one of its kind, but it is an example of a state 
so unusual as to invite the attention and study 
of alienists.

The board is using something 
like 2 000 schools and 8,000 plants and fac- 
tories for the training of the men. It also 
shows that up to March 21, 1921, the board 
had spent $89,521,414 since the passage of the 
rehabilitation act of June 17, 1918

this amount, $68,000,000 has bee* 


spent in direct allowances for maintenance of 
the men themselves.

entire time since the organization of rehabili- 
tation work, including rent, office equipment 
and supplies, salaries, printing, travel and 
subsistence of employes, telephone and tele- 
graph, was approximately 14 per cent.

upon training for pay, 10,496 without pay and 
89 under the Elks' fund. On^Vfarch 15 a total 
of 3 123 men were reported as having com-

es of the Knights of Columbus automobile 
school, in Boston, the son of the great Ameri- 
can inventor said he had himself been seeking 
a substitute for gasoline, for ten years. He 
believes that the problem will be solved by the 
manufacture of individual stills to be attached 
to cars and operated by the heat and motion 
of the motor, to produce from petroleum arid 
other ingredients a combustible mixture sup- 
plied as constantly as current is generated by 
electnc cars while in motion. 


A car of average power, in. the opinion of 


Edison, Jr., could be equipped to produce suf- 
ficient fuel to run itself and enough by-pro- 
ducts to pay for its maintenance. This is one 
of the announcements the world has been 
waiting for.
